350,000-Man Army 


Called Fantastic Target 


TOKYO (¿ft — Rearmament-mind­ 
ed Japanese today labeled as “ a 
fantastic target” the 325,000 to 350,- 
000 man army agreed upon by 
American and Japanese diplomats 
in Washington. 
‘‘An army of more than 300,000 
men can be raised only on a con­ 
scription basis,” said a logistics 
colonel in Japan's 110.000-man Na­ 
tional Safety Force. ‘‘And I don't 
think the public is in a mood to 
rev iv e conscription for some y ears 
to come.” 
The colonel added that the Jap­ 
anese plan of ex panding the pres­ 
ent safety force to 180,000 in three 
to fiv e y ears is the ‘‘max imum we 
can hope for.” 
The target of a 325,000 tc 350,000 
man army was set during four 
weeks of negotiations at which the 
United States agreed to sell Japan 
50 million dollars worth of surplus 
food for Japanese y en. The y en 
will be spent in Japan to promote 
a defense industry . 
The agreement was announced 
y esterday . 
There are about 8.000 v acancies 
in Japan’s safety force now. and 
about 50,000 applicants are being 
ex amined. 
The colonel said more than half 
of the 50,000 applicants will be 
eliminated in a phy sical checkup.
